Justice of the Peace T. W. Brewer 
and Thomas Booth, special constable, 
were held under $10,000 bond to- 
night while state and county authori- 
ties in-estigated the deaths of three 
sponge fishermen, whose’ charred 
ix lies were found in the ashes of the 
rity jail here this morning after fire 
destroyed the building. 

The fishermen were arrested by 
Rrewer and Booth on charges of 
drunkenness and disorderly conduct. 

Brewer and Booth were eriered 
held by a coroner's jury that heard 
17 witnesses at a secret inquest. The 
inquest will he resumed next Wednes- 
day at Bronson. Authorities declined 
to divulge the testimony before the 
jury. 

Dr. J. W. Turner, a state senator. 
who examined the charred bodies. said 
one of them had a fracture of the 
skull and there was evidence of in- 
jury to the skull of another, although 
the bodies were burned ss» badly that 
examination was difficult. 

State's Attorney J. C. Adkins, of 
Gainesville. who appeared for the 
state at the inquest, tonight wired 
Governor Doyle FE. Carlton that “jus- 
tice demands” the “removal or sus- 
pension” of Brewer. 

‘IT attended the inquest this after- 
noon and could find no reason for 
their inearceration (the three men 
who were burned) except that Brewer 
was drunk and admitted being under 
the influence of intoxicating liquor,” 
Adkins wired the governor. 

Adkins said there was evidence 
that gasoline had heen sprayed over 
the outside of the jail—a wooden 
atructure. 

The three men. Stathis Johnannoun. 
27: Theodore Smarkos, 24. and 
George Georgiou, all from the sponge- 
fishing colony at Tarpon Springs. 
were prisoners of the justice of the 
peace, but were held in jail because 
there was no other jail nearer than 
Bronson. City officials were not con- 
nected’ with their imprisonment. 

Amos Angelis. member of the 
sponge-fishing crew, told John Fas- 
sol, leader in the Greek community 
at Tarpon Springs. that “the three 
charred hodies were piled on one an- 
other and the skull of one was 
crushed.”

WARM SIRINGS, Ga., Nov. 28.— 
(P)—During a series of conferences 
Franklin D. Roosevelt today went

After his meetings with Senator 


Robinson, of Arkansas, there came 
word that the democrats expected to 
virtually control the senate in the 
short session, that unofficiat commit- 
tees probably would be set up to deal 
with several important subjects, and 
that executive appointments would be 
laid aside by the senate until after 
inauguration, 

Among the measures that particular 
stress was laid upon in the talk be- 
tween the two were the prospects for 
enactment of farm relief and beer 
legalizing measures at the short ses- 
tion. The Seer measure would go 
hand in hand with steps to baiance 

To this question, Mr. Roosevelt is 
giving serious thought. During the 
course of a press conference late this 
afternoon at his hill top cottage, 
the president-elect said he had found 
the budget “the most fascinating book 
Ll have read in years.” 

Covered Score of Work. 

Robinson, talking to newspapermen 
on the broad front porch of the Meri- 
wether inn just before he left to mo- 
tor to Washington, said that his con- 
ferences with Mr. Roosevelt had cov- 
ered the whole scope of the work to 
be done at the approaching session. 

“It extended partieularly to the 
possibility of enacting a farm meas- 
ure and obtaining action on beer leg- 
islation,” he said. 

The president-elect had two long 
talks today with Henry Morgenthau, 
of New York, and Henry A. Wal- 
lace, an lowa farm editor, on meth- 
ods to be employed in dealing with 
the farm surplus. M. L. Wilson, of 
the Montana State Agricultural Col- 
lege, who was one of the originators 
of the domestic allotment plan, was 
to have come, but was unable to reach 
Warm Springs today. He may come 
later. Another group that called on 
the president-elect today was a dele- 
gation from the southeastern economic 
conference, headed by Hugh Macrae, 
of Wilmington, N. C., president of the 
conference. The delegation was on 
its way to the annual meeting of the 
organization, which opens tomorrow 
at Birmingham. 

Discuss Forestry. 

With chis delegation, Mr. Roose- 
velt discussed plans for linking for- 
estry with agriculture in a way to 
relegate submargina!l agricultural 
lands to the production of forestry 
crops.

Although the announcement of Sen- 
ator Robinson was made after two 
lengthy conferences with Dresident- 
elect Franklin D. Roosevelt. he in- 
sisted that the incoming chief execu- 
tive had not sought to guide the policy 
of senate democrats in the matter. 
Rather, he pointed out, there is ample 
precedent for all confirmations to be 
held up in the short session preceding 
the change in administrations from 
one party to another. 

The Arkansas senator, who will be 
majority leader jin the next senate 
assuming office March 4, was unable 
to draw a definite line between those 
appointments which will be acceptable 
and those which will be unacceptable. 
A few exceptions will be made to the 
general rule, he said, but emphasized 
that the exceptions will be very few. 
For the most part those appointments 
which will be permitted to escape the 
barrier of democratic opposition will 
be offices strictly identified with the 
Hoover administration and including 
an oceasonal postmaster and commis- 
sion member. 

Chapin to Be Confirmed. 


For example, Roy D. Chapin, auto- 
mobile manufacturer of Detroit. who 
was named secretary of commerve 
during the congressional recess and 
whose appointment has not yet been 
laid before the senate for action, will 
be confirmed, Senator Robinson said, 
adding that to reject the appointment 
would serve only to embarrass Presi- 
dent Hoover.

GOLD CARGO REPORT 
CAUSES EXCITEMENT 


LONDON, Nov. 28.—(UP)— 
London financial quarters experi- 
enced a wave of. excitement late 
today when it was learned that 
insurance had been arranged for 
the shipment of two large parcels 
of gold to the United States aboard 
the liners Majestic and Paris this 
week. 

It was concluded immediately 
that the British government had 
decided to pay the December war 
debt installment in gold. 

These reports were promptly de- 
nied in official quarters. It was 
explained that the gold shipment 
probably is being made by the 
Bank of England on behalf of an 
unnamed central European bank. 
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LONDON, Nov. 28,—()—While 
the King of England talked with 
Chancellor of the Exchequer Neville 
Chamberlain in a special audienée to- 
night, Prime Minister MacDonald 
continued conferences with cabinet 
members which were expected to con- 
clude tomorrow with completion of a 
new note to the United States re- 
questing an extension of war debt pay- 
ments. 

Meanwhile the pound _ sterling 


slumped from Saturday’s close of 
$3.22 to $3.17 at one time today—a 
new all time low level—and closed 
slightly over $3.18. 

King George V was understood to 
have ‘asked questions and received 
answers from Mr. Chamberlain re- 
garding Britain’s most pressing prob- 
lem, the war debt payments. Only 
shortly before, Mr. Chamberlain had 
held separate conferences on the sub- 
ject with Mr. MacDonald and Mon- 
tague Norman, president of the Bank 
of England.

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SHORT WORK WEEK 


Green Hints of ‘Force’ to 
Gain Adoption of ‘Six- 
Hour, Five-Day’ Plan. 


CINCINNATI, Nov. 28.—(4) —Ex- 
horted by William Green, their pres- 
ident, to “secure it by force of some 
kind,” if necessary, delegates to the 
convention of the American Federa- 
tien of Labor today unanimously call- 
ed for universal adoption of the six- 


‘hour day and five-day week. 


The convention approved a commit- 
tee report calling for universal adop- 


tion of the short week as “the only 
means whereby prosperity can be re- 
stored.” It agreed that “such reduc- 


The convention ordered the fed- 
eration’s executive council to appear 
before congress and before “industry 
generally,” to present the convention s 
views and “demand” action. 

While delegates thunviered _ their 
cheers, President Green declared that 
labor will obtain the shorter work- 
week “through force of some kind” if 
appeal to reason fails. 

“We must let the world know we 
demand action in response to our 
appeal to reason or we will secure it 
through force if necessary,” he cried 
as applause rolled upon him. 

Green declared the federation would 
call upon major political parties to 
make good their promises for shorter 
work-week legislation at the coming 
session of congress, and upon the 
“greatest employer. the United States 
government, to make the 30-hour week 
effective among federal employes. 

Asked later what he meant by 
“force of some kind,” Green said only 
that he referred to “economic force’ 
and he refused immediately to amplify 
that definition. 

Rallying the federation against the 
“evil of racketeering,” Secretary of 
Labor William N. Doak told the fed- 
eration’s convention delegates today 
‘the time has come to call a spade a 
spade.”

WN EMPLOYMENT 


Several Major Industries 
Show Improvement in 
Month of October. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(UP) 
Employment in major industrial es- 
tablishments in October maintained 


the improvement which began in the 
three preceding months, Secretary of 
Labor Doak announced today. — 

His digest of the employment situa- 
tion was based on reports received 
by the United States employment 
service. They revealed that several 
major industries made substantial in- 
creases in -their working forces. 

Coal mining expanded in beth the 
anthracite and bituminous fields, ad- 
ditional mines were reopened, and 
Doak reported that many mine work- 
ers were recalled to the shafts. 

A “decided improvement” was 
shown in reports received from textile 
mills producing knit goods, shirts, 
worsted hosiery, woolen and cotton 
goods and rayon. Some increase in 
activity also occurred in concerns 
manufacturing jewelry and novVelties 
in preparation for the Christmas 
trade. 

Employment gains were reported in 
some boot and shoe factories, but 
Doak said conditions for that indus- 
try, as a whole, remained unchanged. 
Operations in iron and steel mills con- 
tinued at a curtailed rate, despite 
increased activity in some plants. 

Thousands of skilled and unskilled 
workers obtained jobs as seasonal 
operations picked up  sneed in the 
beet sugar factories. Harvesting and 
other fall agricultural work provided 
employment for large numbers of 
farm hands. 

Doak said federal aid and state and 
county highway construction projects 
also were responsible for putting 
large forces of men to work.

41 Persons See Carolinian Executed

By Gas in Death Chamber in Nevada 


CARSON CITY. Nev., Nov. 28.— 
(?)—Everett T. Mull, alias John Hall, 
of Morganton, N. C., was executed in 
Nevada's gas chamber shortly before 
surrise today for the murder at Las 
Vegas on June 15, 1931, of John C. 
O’Brien. : 

Smiling and waving good-bye to 41 
witnesses watching through a double 
thickness of plate glass, the 52-year- 
old southerner entered the death cell 
at 6:26 a. m., Pacific coast time. Two 
minutes later he was unconscious and 
within 10 minutes dead. 

His execution was the fifth hy 
lethal gas since the state of Nevada 
adopted that method of capital pun- 
ishment. 

Two California penitentiary war- 
dens, James B. Holohan, of San Quen- 
ten, and Court Smith, of Folsom, were 
among the witnesses. Their presence 
was in anticipation of possible rec- 


ommendations to the California léegis- 
lature on the Nevada method of in- 
flicting the death penalty. 

Mull was convicted in Las Vegas 
more than a year ago under the name 
of John Hall for shooting and killing 
John C. O’Brien during a quarrel. 
His identity was revealed, after his 
conviction, by his 23-year-old wife. 
Relatives in Morganton then raised 
funds for an appeal to the state su- 
preme court. The appeal was denied. 

Witnesses, standing in the prison 
yard, look through a window into the 
death chamber, which is _ lighted. 
Guards in aa adjoining room cut 
strings, one of which drops an “egg” 
of a solid chemical into an acid ‘so- 
lution. The reaction forms the lethal 
acid which rises in white fumes. Un- 
consciousness follows the first breath 
or two of the gas, prison officials 
said, and death in the past has re- 
sulted in about 15 minutes. 


GUST Ur WATERWAY 


DEFENDED AT HEARING 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—()— 
Expressing confidence that the St. 
Lawrence waterway project would be 
carried through ultimately, Assistant 
Secretary Rogers, of the state depart- 
ment, told a senate foreign relations 
subcommittee today that the %540,- 
000,000 estimate of the cost was “‘con- 
servative” and might yield savings. 

Rogers, anpearing as the first wit- 
ness in support of the treaty signed 
last July with Canada, testified the 
allocation of costs in that pact was 
“fair and just to the United States.” 

He denied charges by project oppog- 
ents that the United States would be 
called upon to pay, without compensa- 
tion, $40,000,000 toward a power proj- 
ect in Canada. 

Presenting the administration's an- 
swer to objections raised against the 
waterway treaty, Assistant Secretary 
Rogers told the committee that re- 
gardless of the fate of the pending 
pact, the project ultimately would be

RUSSIA FAR SHORT 
OF INDUSTRY GOAL 
FOR FIRST 5 YEARS 


MOSCOW, Nov. 28.—(4)—Soviet 
Russia still is far short of attaining 
the increases in industrial production 
necessary for complete fulfillment of 
the first five-year plan, which 1s to 
be concluded at the end of 19382. 

Official figures just released show 
that for the first nine montnas of 1952 
the industrial output was 13.1 per 
eent greater than in the correspond- 
ing period of 1931. 

The increase anticipated for the 
whole year—by the five-year plan 
schedule—was 36 per cent. 

The most :erious shortcoMing was 
in the food indusiry, which advanced 
only 0.8 per cent compared’ with 
1931. All other industries ‘showed 
substantial increases—23 per cent for 
heavy industry, 7.4 per ceni for tim- 
ber and 7.1 ver cent for light indus- 
try.

REMOVAL EXPLAINED) 


BALTIMORE, Nov. 28.—(?)— 
Three members of the present direc- 
torate of Continental Shares, Inc., to- 
day testified in the receivership pro- 
ceedings in United States district 
court ‘against the company concern- 
ing the manner in which the so-called 
“Eaton management” was displaced 
and the presidents of four Cleveland 
banks elected to their places. 

Members of the board called as wit- 
nesses were Harris Creech, president 
of the Cleveland Trust Company; 
James A. House, president of the 
Guardian Trust Company of Cleve- 
land, and Harry B. Stewart, presi- 
dent of the Akron, Canton and 
Youngstown Railroad Company. 
George T. Bishop, president of Conti- 
nental Shares, also concluded his tes- 
timony started last Wednesday. 

The proceedings were started by a 
petition of George L. Gugle, of Co. 
lumbus, Ohio, a stockholder, request- 
ing the company be placed in receiver- 
ship. Continental Shares is a Mary- 
land corporation with offices in Cleve- 
land. 

Stewart asserted on the .witness 
stand today the attitude of the four 
bank presidents on the board of direc- 
tors of the company “has been one 
of helpfulness and their presence has 
been beneficial in using their influence 
to extend company loans.” 

Testifying they had become direc- 
tors in April, 1932, Creech and House 
both asserted they had accepted the 
positions in order to instill public con- 
fidence in the brokerage concern. 

The witnesses testified at the time 
of their election due to the lack of 
public confidence in Continental 
Shares and Otis & Co., also controlled 
by the Eaton interests, it was felt 
that a change in the directorate of 
the company would be beneficial. 

Cyrus S. Eaton, president and 
founder of the investment company, 
and three of his associates resigned 
in order to permit the election of the 
presidents of Cleveland’s four largest 
banks, The four banks, Creech said, 
represent approximately 90 per cent 
of the commercial banking business in 
Cleveland.

Solicitor-General John A. Boy- 
kin stated Monday that he received 
authoritative information on Wood- 
ward’s western operations at various | 
times, but had turned them over to| 
the government, which also hold in- 
dictments against him. Boykin stat- 
ed Monday that he will offer his serv- 
ices to the government to aid in the | 
case in any way possible. 

Ellis and Smith, confederates of 
Woodward in the 1919 confidence 
scheme worked here. were convicted in 
federal district court recently of using 
the mails to fleece Roy E. Martin, 
Colambus, Ga., theaterman, out of 
$90,000 on bogus race track tips. They 
were sentenced by Judge FE. Marvin 
Underwood, of the federal district 
court. 

Smith received a prison term of 
five years and is at liberty under a 
$25,000 bond, according to Ha] Lind- 
say. assistant district attorney, who 
prosecuted the pair. He is believed to 
be in Cleveland, Ohio. Ellis was given 
four years and nine months in the 
penitentiary and is now being held at 
Fulton tower in default of bond. He 
was placed there after serving a term 
on the county chain gang on con- 
victions growing out of the original 
Woodward operations. 

The conviction in the district court 
here was affirmed Monday in the cir-

CALLED FICTITIOUS 


Virginia Coal Group Rep- 


resentative Testifies at 
Old Dominion Hearing. 


RICHMOND, Va., Nov. 28.—(4)-— 
Reported assets of the Old Dominion 
Power Company were termed “large- 


ly fictitious” today by counsel for the 


Virginia Coal Operators’ Association 
in its fight before the state corpora- 


tion commission for a reduction of at 
least 38 per cent in the power com- 
pany'’s rates. 

A. K. Morrison, chief of the asso- 
ciation’s counsel, told the commission 
that after the “dehydration of the 
company’s values, depreciation of cer- 
tain equpiment, and discard of use- 
less and non-used properties,” the real 
historical value of the company could 
be set at not more than $1,800,000, 
instead of $5,259,168.49, reported by 
the company. 

The hearing was opened today on 
the petition of the coal operators, who 
alleged they use about 84 per cent of 
the power produced by the Old Domin- 
ion Company. The town of Norton 
is a party to the complaint. 

Power Body Wins Point. 

The first skirmish of the hearing 
was won by the power company when, 
after sharp debate by counsel, the 
commission allowed the defendant 
company 30 days in which to com- 
plete an assessment of its properties. 
It denied, however, a motion to strike 
out certain allegations of the com- 
plainant, The hearing will be re- 
sumed tomorrow. 

In his statement, Mr. Morrison said 
that between 1913 and 1915 three 
plants were purchased in Lee and 
Wise counties; one at Pennington 
Gap, one at Big Stone Gap and the 
third at Pocket. The total cost wus 
given as $190,000. 

He said when such plants were 
transferred. to the Electric Transmis- 
sion Company, their value was _ in- 
creased to $860,000. He added that 
from 1915 to 1921, while this com- 
pany operated the plants, all of stock 
was owned by the Kentucky Utilities 
Company. In-.1921, he continued, the 
company set up an $800,000 addition 
to its assets by issuing a stock divi- 
dend of $800,000 to stockholders then 
holding $200,000 worth of stock and 
in the same year paid a cash dividend 
of $159.000. 

Hugely Inflated Values. 

From this point on, Mr. Morrison, 
said inflations have taken place, un- 
til the inflated values represent about 
$2,000,000 

“We will show that the company 
has built up $5,259,000 in assets, 
while it never had more than &3. 400,- 
O00 actual values. Rates are based 
on the values reported to this com- 
mission, and hetween 1921 and 1931. 
the company has collected $3,700,000 
in rates.’ 

Replying to this opening statement, 
T.. Justin Moore, counsel for the de- 
fendant, referred to his answer to the 
allegations in the petition which were 
substantially the same as those Mr. 
Morrison made in his opening state- 
ment, 

The defendant’s answer denied, ex- 
pressed ignorance, or pronounced as 
irrevelant virtually. all of the com- 
plaint’s allegations, 

Testimony for the complainant 
given today came from four witnesses, 
all officials of coal companies operat- 
ing in Tee and Wise counties and 
purchasing power from the Old Do- 
minion Power Company. 


SEVERE ‘FLU’ OUTBREAK 


SWEEPS NEW ORLEANS 


NEW ORLEANS, Nov. 28,—(/)— 
A “quite severe outbreak” of influenza 
in New Orleans was reported today by 
the city ‘hoard of health, which said 
that although the cases are widespread 
they are not of epidemic proportions. 

The department said the attacks 
were accompanied by  prostrations 
which “knocked the victims out for 
a day or so” but that few deaths had 
been reported.

SPEGIAL LEAGUE BODY 
GIVEN LYTTON REPORT 


GENEVA, Switzerland, Nov. 28.— 
(P)\—The Lyttoi. commission’s Man- 
churian report passed today from the 
League of Nations council to a spe- 
cial League assembly, convoked for 
December 6, which will consider it 
and will attempt to arrive at a settle- 
ment of the far eastern conflict. 

Yosuke Matusoka, Japan’s spokes- 
man before the council, entered his 
nation’s reservation to this action, in 
line with the Tokyo policy that the 
assembly is not competent to handle 
the Sino-Japanese question. Mr. Mat- 
suoka refrained from voting on the 
question of passing the report on to 
the assembly. 

The assembly is expected to invite 
the United States and Russia to join 
in efforts to obtain a settlement of 
the conflict. 

Paul Hymans, of Belgium: president 
of the assembly, summoned the com- 
mittee of 19 into session Thursday, 
at which time preparations will be 
made for the plenary assembly meet- 
ing. 

The council dismissed the commis- 
sion headed by the Earl of Lytton, 
but stipulated that the members 
should consider themselves subject to 
recall. The American member was 
General Frank R. McCoy. 

After an exhaustive inquiry in the 
field. the commissioners held that in 
the Mukden attack of September 18, 
1931—the incident which started the 
eonflict—Japan did not act in self- 
defense. They recommended a _ spe- 
cial autonomous government for Man- 
churia which would recognize Chinese 
sovereignty. 


FLORIDA ROAD AWARDS 


WILL BE MADE TODAY 


TALLAHASSEE, Fla., Nov. 28.— 
(P)—Chairman H. H. Wells, of the 
state road department, today said the 
highway commission, meeting here to- 
morrow, will award contracts for more 
than a million dollars’ worth of road 
and bridge work despite threatened 
court action to halt the program. 

The contracts will cover erection of 
a bridge across the St. Lucie river 
at Stuart; improvement of highways 
in Putnam, Flagler, Marion, Citrus, 
Polk, Osceola and Levy counties, and 
purchase of materials for roads in 
Orange and Glades counties. 

Federal unemployment relief funds 
will be used to finance all of the proj- 
ects except the material purchases.

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BONUS REDUCTION 


Legion Supports Drive 
for Additional Benefits 
for Former Soldiers. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(/)— 
Massed support back home for new 
veterans legislation is being sought in 
an effort to prevent reductions in 
the federal money that goes to former 


soldiers. 

American Legion officials are lead- 
ing’ the drive, They said today they 
were none too optimistic about the 
short session bringing approval of 
their. whole new program, but thought 
a drive for additional veterans bene- 
fits might give reductionists less 
chance of success. 

The Legion is waging its campaign 
principally through local posts 
throughout the country, Officals of 
the organization are sending “educa- 
tional” data to these posts opposing 
cuts proposed by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of the United States and the 
National Economy League. 

The Legion also is supplying in- 
formation with which to convince vot- 
ers that congress should approve the 
Legion’s four-point program, which 
would cost more thén two and a half 
billion dollars in ten years. This in- 
cludes: 

Cash payment of, adjusted compen- 
sation certificates; ‘pensions for wid- 
ows anl orphans of World War vet- 
erans, establishment of a special sen- 
ate committe to handle veterans’ laws 
only, and an amendment of law to 
presume service connection for some 
chronic and constitutional diseases. 

The Legion's position, officials said, 
is that the bonus “can wait a while.” 
But as they made this statement, Rep- 
resentative Patman, democrat, Texas, 
return-d to the capital and said he 
was prepared to continue his fight for 
immediate payment. 

All reductions proposed by the joint 
congressional committee on veterans’ 
legislation may not be opposed. The 
Legion takes the position the law is 
not perfect, but that World War vet- 
erans should be allowed the same bene- 
fits as men who served in other wars. 


FOES OF PREPAYMENT 
PROTEST AGAINST CUTS

Busy enlisting near-by states in their 
campaign to discourage demonstrators’ 
marches on the capital, Washington 
officials today took encouragement 
from definite reports that the num- 
ber of those now en route is small. 

With congress convening a week 
from today, as a magnet, groups in 
several states are on the move. The 
unemployed councils of America, 
sponsoring a demonstration, has said 
3.000 is. the minimum to be expected 
at the capital on the opening day. 

The largest group reported today 
was one from the middlé west, esti- 
mated at 430. Michigan state po- 
lice estimated at 300 the group from 
this area which they seenteed from 
Detroit towards Ohio today. It was 
made up of contingents from Wis-

Ninety-five or so, from Boston, 
Springfield, Providence and _ other 
New England cities passed through 
Hartford, Conn.

TEXT OF RESOLUTION 


ON DRY LAW REPEAL 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(?) 
Here is the text of the prohibition 
repeal resolution which it is pro- 
posed to have the house of repre- 
sentatives act on the first day of 
congress: 


“The eighteenth article of amend- 
ment is hereby repealed. 

“This article shall be inopera- 
tive unless it shall have been rati- 
fied as an amendment to the con- 
stitution by conventions in three- 
fourths of the several states within 
seven years from the date of its 
submission to the states by the 
congress.”

‘Pay or Default’ Remains 
Official Washington At- 
titude Toward Payments. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 28.—(4)— 
Holding securely to the position that 
Europe has failed to produce facts 
which justify her requests for post- 
ponement of war debt payments due 
next month, President Hoover and his 
advisors tonight awaited the arrival of 
additional notes from London and 
Paris. 

Secretary Mills and Secretary Stim- 
son talked the situation over with the 


said no new decisions had been reached 
and America’s course remained unal- 
tered. 

“We will know more in 48 hours,” 
Milis said in reply to newspapermen’s 
questions on what he debtor nations 
will do on December 15 when the 
next installments fall due. “Right now 
we are standing squarely on the presi- 
dent’s position that no facts have been 
presented to warrant suspension of the 
December 15 payments, and that these 
payments should be made.” 

Both the cabinet members felt that 
next move must come from Europe 
and that unless some unforeseen facts 
are presented by the debtors the de- 
cision whether they will pay or de- 
fault is squarely up to them. 

During the day the president talked, 
too, with Walter E. Edge, ambassador 
to France, and John W. Garrett, am- 
bassador to Italy. Edge said he had 
called principally to say goodbye be- 
fore sailing for Paris and was “glad 
to have had the opportunity to gain a 
first-hand picture of the war debt situ- 
ation on this side of the Atlantic.” 

Garrett said he had not talked 
debt; with the president and had 
called only to pay his respects. He 
pointed out that Italy had not asked 
for a suspension of the December pay- 
ment and said he assumed that gov- 
ernment would pay its instalsment. 

Meanwhile, Latvia asked for post- 
ponement of a payment of $102,652 in 
interest on her debt of the United 
States due December 15. The country 
previously had requested postponement 
of a $37,000 principal payment also 
due on that date. 

Senator Harrison, democrat, Missis- 
sippi, opposed cancellation or redue- 
tion in a speech tonight and asserted 
that a thorough study of methods by 
which payments could be made was a 
necessary preliminary to a decision to 
postpone the payments due next 
month. 

“It is a curious thing,” he said, 
“that in none of these notes asking 
postponement and immediate modifi- 
eation is there any positive showing of 
inabilty to pay. Except for England, 
no installment now due from these 
countries is.so large that there is any 
argument that payment would involve 
embarrassment. It is really remark- 
able that none of these countries ac- 
company their request with offers to 
pay at least what they can and none 
makes any reasonable argument sup- 
porting its request for complete post- 
ponement during discussion. . . 

“Some of these countries produce 
goods we cannot produce, and some of 
these goods are needed by us at all 
times and are indispensable in war. 
Can we not, against some future need, 
accept from England—and for a time 
impound—a quantity of tin or rubber 
or jute or silver? 

“Our citizens are constantly pur- 
chasing the currencies of these coun- 
tries. Would it not he possible for 
them to create credits in favor of the 
United States against these needs? 
The debtor nations have all agreed to 
furnish our government on demand 
and in place of our blanket evidences 
of debt, definite bonds of marketable 
denomination. May we not avoid some 
of the exchange difficulties by taking 
payment in part on such bonds in lieu 
of special payments? We might even 
accept part of some installments in 
industrial securities of their na- 
tionals. 

“I do not propose any of these 
methods, but I do say that such possi- 
bilities ought all to be examined be- 
fore we decide to postpone payments 
now due and certainly they should be 
exhausted before we modify or Cancel.”

The drug, ‘they. said, eliminates 
fear, breeds courage, stimulates in- 
tellectual and physical strength, and 
already has produced a “super- 
animal.”

was persuaded to remain at the helm 
of state as a national government 
premier. 

Attitude Unknown. 

The king’s attitude toward payment 
of the war debts never has been made 
public. It was believed generally in 
British quarters that he feels keenly 
the traditional English attitude that 
an Englishman’s word is his bond 
and that if payment was demanded 
he would counsel payment. 

Mr. MacDonald’s conferences with 
colleagues concerned the phrasing of 
the new note to Washington. Min- 
isters expected a momentary call 
throughout thé day to a full cabinet 
session where, supposedly, a draft. of 
the note would be ready for study. 
But none came and the conversations 
were continued into tomorrow. 

It was said in reliable quarters 
that Mr. Chamberlain acquainted 
himself fully with the national mone- 
tary situation during conferences 
with Mr. Norman. 

The drop in sterling was coupled 
with profit-taking operations by spec- 
ulators. While the bearish tendency 
towards sterling was noted in the city 
(financial district), the currency of 
the realm had some strong support- 
ers, too, who asserted it would not 
go as low as some speculators antici- 
pated. 

While official sources emphasized 
that none of the recent newspaper 
comment on the debt question had 
been inspired by responsible govern- 
ment officials, the papers adopted a 
much more moderate attitude than 
they showed last week. Instead of 
asserting that England will not pay 
the December installments, editorials 
turned to the question of the advisa- 
bility of paying. 

Sir Herbert Samuel, liberal leader 
who supports the government, although 
he no longer is in the cabinet, re- 
vealed that he had given his view of 
the debt question to Mr. Chamberlain. 

It was not expected that the labor 
opposition would be called into con- 
ference with the government ministers, 
although Mr. MacDonald will keep 
the opposition leaders informed, as is 
usual under such circumstances, 


HERRIOT SAYS FRANCE 
PLANS ANOTHER NOTE 

PARIS, Noy. 28.—(/)—Premier 
Edouard Herriot said today that 
France probably would send another 
note to the United States on the war 
debt question. Informed forecasts 
were that the note would concern the 
juridical aspects of the problem and 
would leave the door open for further 
negotiations, 

e memorandum still must be ap- 
proved by the cabinet. It will be sim- 
ilar to the one now being prepared 
by the British government, presenting 
additional reasons why the December 
15 installment from France, amount- 
ing to about $20,000,000, should be 
postponed,

M. Herriot this morning. They did 
not discuss the debts.

Although there was no tangible de- 
velopment from the discussion, it was 
learned that the conversation was 
most comprehensive.

Word is being awaited from Ber- 
lin, The other nations, it was point- 
ed. out, are pretty much preoccupied 
with the debt question.

Residents of Ocracoke 
Island reported that the storm was 
the worst since 1886. A 50-mile wind 
was reported and several fishing vil- 
lages were cut off from communica- 
tion. The island village was flooded 
and farm animals were drowned in 
large numbers. A mail boat was 
stranded in the inlet at Portsmouth, 
and numerous small boats were lost. 

The largest vessel seriously affected 
by the high winds and tide was the 
schooner Augustus G. Hilton, ground- 
ed at Fernandina, Fla. A shrimp 
boat sank there and a private yacht 
was grounded,

Collies Last Witness. 


Testimony for the power company 
was concluded Monday afternoon, 
with Charles A, Collier, vice president 
of the utility, on the stand nearly all 
day. Collier was questioned exhaus- 
tively by City Attorney James I.. 
Mayson and Assistant City Attorney 
Jack Savage, of Atlanta, and by Will 
G. Moore, attorney. Collier’s testi- 
mony was accompanied by the dis- 
play of large charts. 

Two witnesses were placed on the 
stand by City Attorney Mavyson in an 
effort to show that physical values of 
the power company property have de- 
clined greatly within the last several 
years, and that costs of building hare 
‘come down. — 

One of these witnesses, F. I. 
Harling, real estate man, told of visit- 
ing local substations and the office 
building, and said that the “value of 
the land now is one-half what it was 
in 1928. Georgia farm lands now de 
not bring 25 per cent of what they 
were worth in 1928, Harling said. 


Harling Cross-Examined. 


Harling was cross-examined vigor- 
ously by Walter Colquitt, chief. of 
power company counsel, who sought 
to show that the power company, 
buying property by condemnation, has 
to pay more than the usual price. 
Harling admitted that he had not in- 
vestigated the cost of water power 
property, and had never bought power 
property. 

The other city witness, C. R. Justi, 
contractor and builder, told how build- 
ing material prices have dropped 25 
to 30 per cent as compared with the 
1929 prices, and said that cost of 
labor also has dropped. : 

During Collier’s testimony, City 
Attorney Mayson wanted to know if 
th old rate, in use prior to 1929, 
was not set up as a war-time rate, 
when costs were high. Collier said 
that it was set up during the war, 
bu’ not as a war-time rate, and that 
the present rates are lower than those 
in use prior to 1918, 

Collier said that 10 kilowatt hours 
prior to 1928 cost $1, and thai the 
price now is $1.50. Twenty kilowatt 
hours then cost $1.40 and now they 
cost $2, and 30 kilowat hours, costing 
$2.80 under the same rate, now 
$3. The two rates broke eren at 50 
kilowatt hours, however, that amount 
of electricity costing $3.50 under ei- 
ther rate, he said. The rate for 100 
| kilowatt hours then was $7 and now 
it is $5, Collier said. 

“Do you believe that Atlarta should 
have special consideration on a low 
rate?” asked Mayson. 


All Customers Alike. 


“I do not,” Collier replied. “Any 
customer, even though he is the small- 
est of them all, should have all the 
consideration he deserves.” 

Collier_gought .o show the commis- 
sion that’ under the old rates, before 
the service charge was adopted, part 
of the consumers paid for the low 
rates given to other consumers, and 
that the 10 kilowatt-hour customer is 
now obtaining his service at less than 
the average cost. 

City Attorney Mayson said that he 
would introduce documentary evidence 
today. Savage asked that Collier bring 
to the hearing today valuations of the 
distributing systems in Atlanta, Ma- 
eon, Columbus and Augusta. and that 
he will ask Preston S. Arkwright, 
president of the company, some ques- 
tions relative to the sale of 61,000.- 
000 kilowatt hours as “dump power” 
at two mills to the Alabama Power 
Company in 1931, the power later be- 
ing bought back by the Georgia com- 
pany at 4 mills. 

Collier said that while residence con- 
sumption has increased 69.5 per cent, 
the average price per kilowatt hour 
has decreased 30.7 per cent for the 
year ended September, 1932, as com- 
pared with thel ast 12 months of the 
old rates. The total saving to resi- 
dence consumers, based on the ~ verage 
price under the present rates as com- 
pared with the old rates, has been 
$5,272.640.05, Collier said. The acid 
test of a rate is the use of that rate, 
Collier said in giving facts showing 
that purchase of major appliances in- 
creased greatly under the new rates.

Arizona Prohi Law 
Voided by Governor 


PHOENIX, Ariz., Nov. 28.—(/)— 
From his sick bed in a hospital] here 
Governor George W. P. Hunt today 
signed an order declaring Arizona's 
prohibition law null and void. 

The 73-year-old executive, without 
ceremony. thus carried out the man- 
date of the electorate at the Novem- 
ber 8 general election.

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6,000,000 Inches of Gridiron But He 
Found That Store Tooth 


Hereafter one may approach odd jobs such as_ seeking 
needles lost in haystacks with equanimity, or even assurance. 

Rudy Atkinson, the quarterback for the Boys’ High school 
football team, has set an example which makes the most amaz- 
ing football story of the season. 

Last week the Boys’ High team played a game in 
Jacksonville, Fla., defeating rather soundly the Andrew 
Jackson High school team. During the course of the 
game Atkinson lost a tooth. It was a store tooth put in 
a few weeks before by a dentist at considerable expense. 
When the game hs Hone it was too dark to do anything 

about it. But Quarterback Atkinson had his ticket fixed so that 
he could wait over another day. The team left without him. 
His alarmed parents began investigating when he did not return 
with the team. ; 

Meanwhile Atkinson had got up at break of day, so 
to: speak, and gone out to the football field. Now a 
football field is set down in the rule book. It must be 
300 feet from goal line to goal line. And it must be 
160 feet from one sideline to the other. This makes 
for some rather startling figures. 

The football field is found to be 48,000 square feet. But 
several teeth could be lost in one square foot. The average 
tooth is about one-quarter inch wide and about one-half inch 
long. This was discovered by measuring the teeth of a young 
man in the office, a 12-inch rule proving sufficient. Hence the 
average tooth contains a little more than a square inch of 
enamel, dental pulp, and so on. 

Reducing the 48,000 square feet in a football field 
to square inches, we find that Atkinson was up against 
a search of 6,912,000 square inches, on any one of 
which he might expect to find his tooth. 

He found it on the 10-yard line at one end of the field 
where a drive had started for a touchdown. : 

Discovering that tooth on the 10-yard line, where it. 
had been thrown for a loss, was quite a feat. It proves 
conclusively that Rudy Atkinson has a quarterback mind. 

He recalled where every play had been made. In his 

mind he constructed the plays and followed the game 

over again. And found his tooth. 

It is easy to understand why Boys’ High has such a splendid 
football team. Atkinson’s mind recalls all the plays. If he can 
discover a lost tooth on more than six million square inches of 
turf he can always discover a scoring play. 


HITCH-HIKER LOSES WATCH. 

A number of stories came across the desk during the week- 
end. A gentleman who travels for a firm through Georgia is 
looking for a hitch-hiker.

But they are 
listed meanwhile to entertain Notre 
Dame in the Olympic stadium, Decem- 
ber 10, and if the Southern Califor- 
nians can whip the green-jersied horde 
that overran West Point Saturday 
they won’t have to worry about any 
other brand of opposition. 

STARTLING UPSETS. 


The east has seen some startling 
.ootball this year, including Army's 
46-0 slaughter of Harvard, Colgate’s 
scintillating 21-0 triumph over Brown 
and Pittsburgh’s dazzling finish for 
a 12-0 victory over this same Notre 
Dame team, but nothing to compare 
with the Rambler rout of one of West 
Point’s greatest teams. 

Notre Dame apparently keyed it- 
self for revenge this year. The Ram- 
tLlers were unbeaten through three 
straight campaigns until they were 
knocked off by Southern California 
last season and then whipped by the 
Cadets. Taking their conquerors in 
the reverse order, the “Irish” have 
now squared accounts with the Army. 
The cold and merciless touchdown 
blast that accompanied the big “‘pay- 
off” here forecasts a stormy session 
for Southern California, 

Meanwhile salient effects of the 
week-end’s football blast include: 
(1) The probabilities of a sellout 
crowd of over 100,000 paying patrons 
for the Notre Dame-Southern Cali- 
fornia game in the Olympic stadium ; 
(2) a sharp readjustment of prospects 
for the classic Army-Navy game this 
Saturday in Philadelphia, which winds 
up the eastern season; and (3) the 
first big vote of confidence in the 
coaching administration of Heartly 
(Hunk) Anderson, Notre Dame’s head 
coach, wLo has been a target for the 
“anvil chorus” ever since Knute 
Rockne died. 

“GATE” OF $360,000. 

Customers who curbed their foot- 
ball appetites most of the season in 
order to buy tickets for the Army- 
Notre Dame battle contributed to a 
sellout “gate’ of $360,000, rivaled this 
year only by the receipts for the Cali- 
fornia-Stanford game. 

The Army-Navy contest at Franklin 
field is expected to touch the same 
figure, with accommodations for close 
to 80,000 at prices of $4.40 for re- 
served seats and $6.60 for box seats. 

The reaction of Army’s battered 
forces to their crushing setback will 
have a lot to do with the outcome 
of a game for which Navy has been 
pointing all season. Prior to _ last 
Saturday Army would have been a 
2-to-1 choice but the odds have al- 
ready shortened. Since 1921 the best 
the Navy has been able to do is tie 
two games out of eight played. But 
the Sailors, resting in comparative 
comfort in the stands at the Yankee 
stadium, saw the Soldiers put to rout 
and no doubt left the wintry scene 
with renewed hope and courage for 
their chances of victory this week.

In picking the All-Middle Western 
eleven two factors have been taken 
into consideration, the standing of the 
player's team and the value of the 
player to his eleven.

Consequently, in the 
above eleven, there may be men who 
individually are not equal or superior 
to other men in the middle west. How- 
ever, those listed here have been 1m- 
portant cogs and vital to their teams. 

There has been an abundance of 
outstanding ends. Besides Hokuf, Ne- 
braska, and Moss, Purdue, there were 
two great ends in Petosky and Wil- 
liamson, of Michigan. Ohio State 
boasted in Gilman, a great defensive 
and good offensive end, though not 
the pass-receiver some of the other 
ends in the conference were. 

Host, Notre Dame, was a fine end, 
as were Robinson, Minnesota; Fencil, 
Northwestern; Schustek, Illinois, and 
Schiele, Missouri. Hokuf, who- won 
an end position on the above eleven, 
weighs over 200, is very fast and ag- 
gressive, and an excellent pass re- 
ceiver. Moss, Purdue, at the other 
end, is an excellent blocking end, and 
practically all Purdue’s reverse plays 
depended upon his blocking as a basis. 
He is a great pass-receiver and an ex- 
cellent kicker, a fine all-around end. 

There were not nearly as many out- 
standing tackles in the middle west 
as before. But Notre Dame had two 
fine tackles in Krause and Kurth. 
Ohio State had a great tackle in Rose- 
quist.

For general, all-around ability, 
Wells is selected for one tackle be- 
cause he was the mainstay of a good, 
strong Minnesota line, is intelligent 
and fast, stands six feet three and 
weighs 215.

You can see how much 
energy and skill would be 
up in gaining this amount of 
ground by rushing the ball. 
“Certain types of material lend 
themselves to certain types of of- 
fense. But I still feel that a strong, 
alert defense, good blocking and good 
tackling, always plus high-class kick- 
ing, are the foundations upon which 
to build. When you have these fun- 
damentals developed you have some- 
thing to start with which will always 
be useful.” # 

As Kipke’s methods have lost only 
one game out of the last 30 starts 
they are worth looking at.

Kabat is an excellent 
running guard, weighing 184, very fast 
and a good man down the field. He 
ean play almost any type game. He 
has a great nose for the ball. Gailus, 
the other guard, is extremely fast, 
weighs about 195, and is five feet 
eleven. He is an excellent blocker, 
good in interference, and a fine defen- 
sive guard. 

There were great centers in the mid- 
dle west. Bernard, Michigan,. the 
man selected, is fast, a roving type. 
weighing 215. He is intelligent and 
an excellent passer. Another good cen- 
ter was Ely, Nebraska, six feet one, 
weighing 200, fast and a great defen- 
sive player. Oecehler, Purdue captain, 
was just a shade behind these mén. 
Krueger, Marquette, was also a fine 
center. 

In the backfield it is hard, as usual, 
to pick the quarterback. For all- 
around play and value to his team, 
Newman, Michigan, wins out. New- 
man’s passing won numerous games. 
His handling of punts was exception- 
ally high class, and his defensive work 
was above par. His place kicking 
ability won Michigan's final game, 
against Minnesota, which gave them 
the conference championship. 

Pardonner, Purdue, is a different 
type of blocking back. He directed 
in brilliant fashion a great team, 
whose blocking was as fine as seen 
all year. He is an excellent defen- 
sive back. Pacetti, Wisconsin's quar- 
terback, is a fine blocker and as good 
a defensive halfback as there is in 
the conference. Schaake, Kansas, was 
another great back and passer, who 
directed his team. But he was more 
of a halfback type. Dunlap, Okla- 
homa, backfield ace, was a_ great 
quarterback. Zimmer, Chicago, de- 
serves mention. 

HALFBACKS. 

For one halfback I pick Berry. He 
is a good kicker and the finest passer 
in the middle west. All of Illinois’ 
attack was built around this boy, who 
brought his eleven to the front as 
one of the strongest in the confer- 
ence, near the end of the season. 
Berry is a fine ball carrier and a 
smart all-around player. 

At the other half 1 place Horst- 
man, Purdue, taking the liberty of 
moving him from fullback to half as 
he is the slashing type who can play 
halfback equally as well as fullback. 
In fact, most of his ground gaining 
for Purdue was on reverse and spin 
plays. Horstman is an excellent de- 
fensive back. 

Besides these halfbacks there is 
Hinchman, Ohio State, a hard-driving, 
great defensive back as well as a good 
passer, but not in Berry’s class as a 
passer. He is probably a better ball 
carrier than Berry, however. Rent- 
ner, Northwestern, did not have the 
season he had last year. mainly be- 
cause he was a marked man and did 
not have the team with him. Had 
it not been for Rentner’s tendency to 
fumble at crucial moments, perhaps 
he would be receiving his last year’s 
rating. Lund, Minnesota, was a fine 
halfback, as were Mathis, Nebraska, 
and Kokan, Notre Dame. 

Also there was McGuire, Wiscon- 
sin, a great pass rectiver and blocker, 
and a wonderful defensive back; 
Purvis, Purdue, a big hard-driving 
back; Foschauer, Illinois; Russell, 
Kansas Aggies, and numerous other 
backs deserve mention, but it is not 
feasible to name them all. 

At fullback, besides Melinkovich, 
the man selected, who is big and fast, 
weighing 200, a great open field run- 
ner who fits admirably into the Notre 
Dame system and who has been of 
great value to the Notre Dame team 
this year, there are Graham, Kansas 
Aggies, a great fullback; Smith, Wis- 
consin: Manders, Minnesota, who did 
not enjoy nearly the season this year 
that he did last: Olson, Northwestern. 
a fine defensive back and passer, but 
not a great bucking fullback, and 
Regeezi, Michigan, a fine defensive 
ucker,
